Although five patrolmen resigned last Sat- 
urday after1 they had made charges against John b. Kennedy; 
member of the fire and police commission, alleging that-he had 
made slanderous remarks about them and threatened to get then- 
jobs, the mayor left today for Manitowoc to attend a convention. 
As far as can be ascertained he did not provide for an acting may- 
or in his absence.

As a result the citizens confront this condition: The police 


force is not adequate to take care of any emergency which might 
arise and the city is evidently without an executive head. 


What Mayor Welsh hopes will be the ultimate outcome of such 


a situation is a question in the minds of the citizens. Although 
almost four days have passed since the policemen quit their jobs, 
there has been no move on the part of city officials to provide ade- 
quate protection. 
It has been suggested through the columns of the Gazette that 


the mayor ascertain whether the charges made by the ex-officers, 
as relates to Commissioner Kennedy, ^vvere true.. He has not giyen 
the request consideration. The president of -the fire and police 
board has declared that the matter is up to the mayor. One mem- 
ber of the council declares that it is up to the mayor ,to make a 
move which will clear up the affair. In the meantime, the citizens 
—the votersr-wh'o elected Mr. Welsh to office, are waiting to get 
some satisfaction.

In one, several persons were hurt, among them at 
least one girl.- When persons went to her aid they. thought her 
dead but she finally was able to mumble that she was all n&htbut, 
drunk. Intoxicated automobile drivers have been using the high-1 
ways leading to and from Janesville almost every day and night. 
The state law provides for a heavy fine or jail sentence or both for 
conviction of a person driving an automobile'while intoxicated. 


Every effort shoulil be made byi the county officials to appre- 


hend the man who committed the, outrageous deed. A reward 
raised through the Gazette among business men of Janesyille wm 
spur every citizen on to bringing this fellow to justice. The coun- 
ty officials could not offer a reward without a. consent of the county 
board and this means was taken to hasten action.

"I have, since the beginning of my 
term of office, felt that this institution 
is largely experimental and that there 
is in fact no pressing need for it, 
says Governor Philipp. "It is planned 
to provide a place for the -correction 
of~women who are sentenced by the 
courts for committing a felony, except 
murder, or are guilty of a misdemean- 
or or vagrancy, Including such women 
as may have acquired drug-habits or 
lived an imomral life. The latter class 
is supposed 
to 
furnish 
the 
larger 


number of inmates. 
"Tho state maintains an Institution 


at Milwaukee for the 
correction 
of 


wayward or incorrigible girls. There- 
fore those who are still within, the age 
at which the state may reasonably ex- 
pect to bring about a reformation are 
already provided for, although 
the 


law—under which this .institution 
Is 


created permits the commitment of 
Inmates as low as 16 years of age. 
It 


seems to me that girls of that age hud 
better be'committed to tlje Milwaukee 
Institution rather than force them in-

.terms It is a penal institution never- 
theless, and a woman who serves a 
term there will, when she has com- 
pleted her sentence,, be accepted into 
society with no better grace than the 
woman who is discharged from Wau- 
pun."The buildings that-have been erect- 
ed are beautiful and suggest that It 
was the purpose of tho promoters of 
this institution to place the inmates 
committed to It in extraordinary lux- 
urious surroundings. Christian thought 
forbids that I criticise any effort made 
to retrieve a fallen woman.

A dispatch ride:-, you know, has 


the most dangerous job of anyone. 
He must carry orders to any part ot 
tho battlefield, no matter how terrible 
the fighting- may be.
